1) Greetings, Could you tell 
us when, why and where the 
band formed?

The band 
has been in constant evolution. 
Our band is very much a 
living-breathing thing. We 
were always right wing but we 
have progressively gone more 
and more to the right, 

2) Can you give us a brief 
intro to the band and 
members? 

There have been around 40 
members in the band over the 
last 11 years. Iam the only 
original member left. The new 
guys are great people who have 
played in many WN bands 
over the years. 

3) Why the name Empire 
Falls? 

The name Empire Falls has 
several meanings. But for 
starters, America is a fairly 
new country yet we are already 
rotting from within. Our 
empire, our western civilisation 
is falling. Let us fight fire with 
fire. Lef s bring about the 
downfall of the enemies 
empire. Let’s see their empire 
fall! 

4) Do any of the band 
members play in other 
bands? 

I sing for Better Dead Than 
Red and Brutal Tactics. I also 
sang briefly for the reformed 
UK Oi! band Blitz. Right now 
I am also involved in quite a 
few side projects with various 
people from all over the 
country and hopefully working 
on a ballads CD soon which is 
something I have wanted to do 
for many years. 

5) Have you played many 
concerts? If so with which 
other bands? Have you 
played outside of the USA? 
We have played hundreds of 
gigs over the years. We have 
played with anymairistream 
punk/oi and hardcore band yjpu 


can imagine. Some of the best 
WN shows in the US are with 
the KSS or the Old Glory 
Skins. The only overseas 
shows EF has played were in 
Germany however in 2001 I 
toured as bassist for a 
mainstream hardcore band and 
we played gigs in over 14 
countries. Wc were just 
recently scheduled to play with 
Brutal Attack here in the states 
but unfortunately B.A. fell 
through even though the show 
still went on. 

6) How would you describe 
your sound? And what 
subjects are you focusing on? 

We are American hardcore 
mixed with European RAC. 

We focus on betrayal, life, 
political issues, anti PC 
statements, more ‘read between 
the lines’ type of stuff to give 
people pause to think etc 

7) Who or what influences 
your music and why? 
Skrewdriver (for obvious 
reasons). Legion 88, Negative 
Approach, US hardcore bands 
of the 1980’s, almost all of the 
English RAC scene. We are 
influenced by extreme, 
envelope pushing music. When 
I first heard “Hail The New 
Dawn” it changed my life, 

8) Where would be your 
perfect place to play and with

Skrewdriver in England (R.I.P. 
Ian) or with Landser, in 
Germany, if Landser were ever 
allowed to play live. 

9) Tell us about your musical 
releases? 

We have released 3 full 7 inch 
EP’s, 6 split 7 inch releases, 9 
full CD’s, a collection CD of 
all our 7 inch releases, 3 CD 
EP’s and 2 split CD releases. 
Our new CD’s are titled “We 
Live To Be Hated” released on 
Diehard Records and 
“Infamous” released on Final 
Stand Records. “We Live To 
Be Hated” is more pf a 
rock/RAC oriented album and 
flnfamoife” is a heavy hardcore 
style. Both of these CD’s Were 
released in 2007. 


10) Any new recordings 
planned? 

Not right now. We may try and 
put together a split CD/LP next 
year but right now we are 
concentrating on playing shows 
and releasing our recor4s on 
vinyl etc. 

11) Who do you see as our 
biggest enemies or threats? 
The traitors of our own blood 
are the biggest threat to the 
white world. They are the scum 
who have sent our people 
down the river. Traitors of our 
own race allow these parasitic 
people to infect our people and 
lands. I am a supporter of any 
race’s nationalism. If these 
other races wish to be with 
their own to deal with their 
problems the way they see fit 
then it means they are not in 
our lands terrorising our 
people. The minorities in 
America have only achieved 
what they have due to the 
traitors of our own blood. If it 
was a serious crime to aid the 
enemy then we would have 
already won this war. If we 
could manage to stand together 
we would cease to aid the 
enemy, crush the enemies 
influence on our people, see a 
rebirth of white culture and 
really begin to see change. 

12) Do you as a band get 
much trouble from the 
Police. Media, Reds. Etc? 

As for the media, we have only 
had problems with the left 
wing websites and several local 
newspapers and left wing 
magazines. The reds in our 
hometown were once a very 


big problem and we were 
constantly fighting. Today, the 
reds in our hometown and state 
don’t hold very much power. 
The police only give us 
problems when we play up 
North. 

13) Are you actively 
supporting any political 
parties or organisations? 

I am an Old Glory Skin (OGS), 
the rest of the guys are KSS. I 
hope to see the real American 
B&H scene grow from strength 
to strength. 

14) How do you see the 
current B&H scene 
progressing? 

I would like to see more 
female bands. It’s in our 
interest to focus more on the 
love of our own rather than 
hate.
